His failure to obtain Judge Gray 


or any other Eastern man as his run- 
ning mate, has somewhat- deranged 
his original program, which was to 
make the fighting fast and hot 'in the 
East, and especially in New York, 
state, from the opening to the clos- 
ing of the campaign.

In view of his most recent utter- 


ances, it 'is thought that Mr. Bryan 
v.'ill rely for success in November on 
the chance of reversing the Roosevelt 
majorities of 1904 in the 
Central 


States and the far West, and will 
larg-ely leave the Democracy of N.ew 
York and other Eastern states 
to 


take care of itself. 


He will boldy invade Ohio, Judge 


Taft's home state, and probably will 
make only a perfunctory campaign, if 
any,

states east of the Alleghanies. 


So many representations have been 


made to Bryan of the campaign 
in 


Ohio that it is said he is really hope- 
ful of carrying that state.
